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: SALEM'S GALA DAY, 


New Hampshire Town Celebrates One 
Hundred and Fifty Years of Life. 


For the second time in its history 
does the “Old Granite State” celebrate 
its ‘Old Home Week,” which was in- 
augurated with such complete success 
last year. The return to the mother 


state will long be remembered and cher- 
ished with fondest recollections by New 
Hampshire's. absent sons and .daugh- 
ters, and the week of August llth to 
August 18th, during which they gather 
in the busy cities, thriving villages, lit- 
tle towns and hamlets among the smil- 
ing hillls,to assist in kindling the fires 
of state patriotism, will ever be fraught 
with hallowed memories. 
The old state, stretching forth a fond 
mother’s hand to ‘her absent sons and 
daughters, has said to them, through 
Governor ‘Frank W. Rollins, ‘‘no matter 
what success has crowned your efforts 
in your adopted home, remember that 
the ‘precious dust of your kindred is 
here.’ No matter how dark the clouds 
about you, remember that ‘the staid 
Doric meeting house prays for you yet.’ 
“Which one of her own can a mother 
forget? 
My heart is not granite; I long for you 
yet. 
From my watch towers of hills I have 
viewed you afar, 
Wherever the toils of humanity are; 
My heart is not granite; I long you to 


see; 
O children, my children, come ‘home 
once to me!” 


Yesterday was Salem's gala day and 
the gates of the old town were thrown 
wide open to receive her children and 
visitors, with genuine New Hampshire 
hospitality. Many absent sons and 
daughters returned to the old home- 
steads, many guests were present and 
hundreds of visitors thronged to the 
town to enjoy the celebration which this 
year had a double significance, as the 
town was observing its 150th anniver- 
sary. A great event it was, and all day 
long fish horns and screeching balloons 
were heard as the crowd moved about 
in the Centre of the village, gazing at 
places and objects of interest near at 
hand and liberally patronizing the sou- 
venir, peanut, candy, soda, ring toss, 
and fruit men. 

Large flags floated conspicuously in 
many places over the streets of the 
town, stores and houses were gaily 
decorated with flags and bunting of the 
national colors. Everything was car- 
ried out in a very satisfactory manner, 
with the possible exception of the sports 
and although it threatened rain in the 
morning, the clouds broke up in the 
afternoon, and altogether the -weather 
man furnished a most-suitable day for 
such an occasion. 

Upon entering the town, the first 
sight which met the gaze of the visitor 
was the decorated railroad station, 
store of F. C. Buxton, and store and liv- 
ery stable of W.'H. Allen. Then a few 
minutes walk up the main street in the 
direction of Canobie lake revealed the 
pretty decorations of bunting and flags 
on the hotel of George Woodbury and 
the residences of E. A. Wade, Fred 
Buxton, George W. Thom and P. C., 
‘Hall. Those on the last were very fine 
and are deserving of special mention, 
In large letters were the dates 1750 and 
1900, and the word “Welcome,” and it 
might be added here that this was the 
word in the heart of every one of the 
old citizens of the town. ‘The dates 
1750 and 1900 were displayed very exten- 
sively throughout the village and were 
seen on almost every place which was 
decorated to any great extent. 

On the road from the depot to the 
centre where the celebration was held, 
a distance of perhaps a mite an a haf. 
many interesting and historic places 


were passed and decorations greeted 
the eye all along the entire route. 
Among the places of interest which 


were observed were the site of the old 
pound which dates back to 1838; the 
post office, not alarmingly ancient; 
shoe shop; Methodist church, and oppo- 
site it a beautiful lawn where once 
stood the blacksmith shop of Joshua 
Gordon. (At the centre are many inter- 
esting places and things, but foremost 
and most prominent was the large as- 
sembly tent where the exercises were 
held. Overhead floated two large Am- 
erican flags and surrounding the canvas 
were scores of wagons and carriages of 
every kind and descfiption and throngs 
of people which n bered into the 
thousands. Everything one wanted 
and more too was for sale here and the 
persistent souvenir man was met at 
every turn. Peanuts, fruit, soda, can- 
dy, and pop corn were sold in great 
puantities, and among the merchants 
Lawrence was represented by ?J{foran 
Bros., the local fruit dealers. No circus 
ever witnessed more balloons and some 
of the children walked about with self- 
satisfied faces dangling the inflated 
rubber, while others and many of the 
older people got their money’s worth 
of fun out of fish horns and howling 
balloons. 

The morning was devoted chiefly to 
a parade: a reception to the school chil- 
dren and aged citizens by the governor, 
and sports.° The parade consisted 
mostly of vegetable displays and they 
were very fine; but the sports dil not 
turn out so well as was—, anticipated. 
As the events were open to residents of 
Salem, N. H., only, entries were made 
in none excepting the first two or three 
the 100 and 220 yard dashes were both 
won by George Meserve and L. Little- 
john, respectively first and second in 
each case, The other events planned 
were the three legged race, sack race, 
egg race (women), patato race (girls). 
potato race (boys), and broad and high 
jumps. 

Then in the afternoon came the ex- 


“ercises in the tent and in the evening a 


fine band concert by the Haverhill City 
band in front of the reception commit- 
tee’s headquarters, a grand display of 
fireworks in Emerson's meadow; and 
across the street from the meadow a 
huge bonfire. 

The assembly tent was crowded dvr- 
ing the interesting exercises and on the 
tastefully decorated platform were 
seated Governor Rollins and. staff of 
New Hampshire, Pres. Charles T. 
Woodbury. Hon. A. B. 
city, Hon. John William Wheeler, Hon. 
Frank Beckford of Laconia, N. H., Rev.

Among the places of interest at the 
centre were the general store now occu- 
pied by James Ewins, the graveyard, li- 
brary, town hall, reception committee's 
headquarters and others. The store was 
once a store and tavern, occupied by 
Joseph Wardwell who served as town 
clerk in i793 and as representative in 
1796. The old graveyard was laid out 
Jan. 25, 1735-6 and finished in 1752. What 
is now the library and modest appear- 
ing building, was originally intended 
for a school house and was erected in 
1862. Until the autumn of 1895 it was 
used as an institution of instruction for 
the young and is now. a general educa- 
tional institution of which the people 
of Salem are justly proud. The town 
house was built in 1738 and was at first 
used as a meeting, housé when Rev 
Abner Bayley was pastor. Fhe head- 
quarters of the reception committee 
was of special interest, for here once 
flolrished a town tavern. The original 
structure was burned down some time 
ago and even the new building has‘iong 
since ceased to be conducted as an inn. 
Isra Robinson for many years was pro- 
prietor of the old house as were also 
John R. Jones of Methuen and a man 
named Armour, The o!d structure dates 
back 75 or 100 years and the new one 
which was kept by Proprietor Bryant 
perhaps 20 or 25 years. It is now used as 
a dwelling house and is occupied by 
Roscoe Coburn. 

In the old town hall was an extensive 
and rare collection of antique furniture 
and other household necessities. There 
was the old spinning wheel and it was 
being operated by one of the elderly 
townsfolk, and chairs, cradles, and al- 
most every household utensil was on 
exhibition. Among the many, many 
things were very old books, plates, 
dishes, coffee grinders, platters, decan- 
ters, quilts, lanterns, pictures, scales of 
John F. Hall which were probably in 
the use of the town.150 years ago, and- 
irons, chopping trays, tongs, grandfa- 
ther’s clocks, clothes, spinning wheels, 
chairs, candle-sticks, blankets, slippers, 
portion of trunk of first Baldwin apple 
tree in Salem, swords, guns, fans, mir- 
rors, nursing bottles, cooking utensils, 
fireplace, and almost 4s many more 
very, very old and curious articles. A 
picture of what is now White Bridge 
farm, on the road between Messers 
Crossing and Salem, was on exhibition. 
This was formerly the Potter place, 
where Lafayette stopped on his way to 
Permacook in 1826. ‘ 

Many of the visitors wore tall feath- 
ers in their hats to add to ‘the celebra- 
tion and nearly everybody was supplied 
with a whip, a cane, a balloon, or a fish 
horn. A large automobile from Boston 
participated in the parade. On one side, 
in large letters were the words ‘United 
Order Pilgrim Fathers,” and on the 
other side “Granite Colony No. 11.” 

Ice water barrels were in various 
places about the center and were the 
soda man’s worst enemy, 

The afternoon’s exercises and the 
exercises of the 150th anniversary of 
the town were closed by the audience 
rising en masse and singing ‘‘America”’ 
and then coffee and other refreshments 
were furnished gratuitously to from 
2500 to 3000 people. 

Among the many old people who were 
present was one who is deserving of 
special mention, Miss Mary Allen of 
Sandown, N. H., who was a former res- 
ident of Salem, N. H., and is 94 years 
old. For 72 years she was a regular at- 
tendant of the Congregational church, 
and although now living out of the 
town, still retains her membership in 
that place of worship.

THE PARADE. 


At 9.20 o@lock in the morning the pa- 
rade started from the depot and the 
line was entirely made up of mounted 
men, societies and lodges in barges, and 
the trades features. Fully 150 vehicles 
were in line, all Gecorated and many 
presenting novel features. 

Frank F. Wheeler was the chief mar- 
shal with these aids: K.. M. McLaughlin 
John C. Crowell, Wallace W. Cole, Fred 
Cc. Buxton, Fred Aljen, Loren: Bailey, 
Lester Hall, Frank Wilson and Albert 
Stickney. 

Following these came the Haverhill 
city band in barges; Gov. Rollins and 
staff in barouches; Hon. A. B. Bruce, 
R. J. McCartney, Dr. Gabeler and other 
guests of the day in barouches; Free 
Masons in barges; Salem G. A. R. post 
in barges, Methuep G. A. R. in barge, 
Charles Tenny’s ‘tally-ho with the 
younger Tenney holding the ribbons 
and carrying members of Gov. Rollins’ 
staff; Salem Center Grange, tally-ho; 
Enterprise Grange, Salem Depot, 
barge; Granite colony, U.O. PB. F., 
automobile; A. O. U. W., barge; town 
road teams; school children and citizens 
in barges. 

Among the vehicles in line were: 
Barge from Stillwater farm, beautifully 
decorated with bunting, corn and gras- 
ses, manned by ten of E. F. Searles’ 
employes and driven by K. E. McLeod. 
The barge was drawn by four stalwart 
white horses with gold-plated harness; 
handsomely decorated team from Gor- 
don farm, Miss S. E. Gordon, No. Sa- 
lem; S .H. Dustin, team; Harrison 
Turner, windmill on team; F. W. Max- 
well, Lawrence, team; George G. Gor- 
don and son, team; S. J. Brady, team; 
Fred C. Buxton, two teams; W. W. 
Cole, team; Wheeler farm, team; Geo. 
W. Thom, team; and George Haigh, 
team. 

The splendid exhibits of fruit and 
vegetables made by the Grange were 
-the theme of admiration, and were well 
worthy of the abundance of praise 
which they -received. 


The town was incorporated during the 
reign of King George II. The charter 
was dated May 11, 1750. Capt. Richard 
Kelley was designated to call the first 
town meeting. It further appears in the 
records that at the town meeting held 
May 30 of that year, Henry Saunders 
was chosen moderator, Nathaniel Dow 
town clerk and the latter, with Seth 
Pattee, John Ober, Jonathan Wheeler 
and Richard Dow selectmen. Richard 
Kelly first represented the town in the 
provincial government. 

The question of tax upon the in- 
habitants to sup~ort the minister of the 
parish seems to have been a bone of 
some contention. The section which was 
set apart as the district of Methuen ap- 
pears to have been previously divided 
between three or four parishes, which 
conducted affairs before the incornora- 
tion of the town. A portion of the peo- 
ple were assessed for the minister’s tax 
in Methuen, another in Windham and 
still another in Dracut. The warrant for 
a meeting of the “free holders’ of the 
district of Methuen in 1743 contained an 
article “to eo if the district will set off 
that part of ye distr.ct that lieth in 
Dracut from paying the minister’s rate 
this year.” 

The Congregational denomination 
controled the church in Methuen which 
some of the townsfolk attended, and 
also the first church which was bui't in 
the present town of Salem in 1738. That 
there was some denominational differ- 
ences is probable, for in 1837, 1838 and 
1839 are records of the vote at a town 
meeting to dispense with prayers, pre- 
sumably because amajority at the open- 
ing of the meeting saw fit to take the 
method of showing their inclination to 
other denominations. 

The first meeting house is sti!l to be 
seen at Salem Centre, although time 
has necessitated many renovations in 
the building now occupied as the town 
hal). Only recently it underwent a com 
plete overhauling, Edward F. Searles, 
Methuen’s wealthy citizen, who owns 
property in Salem having contributed 
liberally toward the outlay. 

‘At one time the building was fortified 
and used as a defense against Indians. 
It ‘was converted into a town house in 
1838.-The house at Mystic waters, now 
owned by Edward F. Searles, was used 
as a gariison in the time cf Indian trou- 
bles. 

Salem sent her quota of soldiers to 
the revolutionary. war, more than 30 
from that town participating in the 
battle of Bunker Hill. Moses Pow, a 
private, was killed in this engagement. 
The old burying grounds at Salem Cen- 
ter are the last resting places of several 
revolutionary soldiers. Among these 
latter are Col. James Gilmore, Abner 
Wheeler, who was a drummer, and 
Moses Austin. Here too, was consigned 
to rest Rev. Abner Bayley the first 
settled pastor of this parish, who served 
from 1739 to 1789. 

The first parish meeting wa’ held on 
the ‘Daniel Peaslee place’’ Jan, 16, 1835, 
which will be appropriately marked. 
as will other points of interest during 
the celebration. Among these are the 
site of the first public bridge, built in 
1835, and the Pattee stage tavern, at 
which Gen. Lafayette stopned in h's 
trip through New Englan’. 

Mrs. Israel Woodbury and Mrs,. Lydia 
Merrill are the oldest persons in town, 
both of whom are in their 90th year. 
Daniel Taylor, aged 87 years, is the 
oldest man. Mr. and Mrs. Stephen Bai- 
ley recently celebrated the 55th anniver- 
sarv of their marriage. 

The town census, just completed, will 
it is thought, show a population of 
about 1800 or 1900. The town has a 
good school system, several churches of 
various denominations and a_ well- 
stocked public librarv. It boasts of 
having been one of the early towns in 
the state to have a library, one having 
been established in 1796. 


Burglary Suspects. 


STEEPED IN CRIME. 


Day by day, the men arrested at Do- 
ver, N. H., for the murder of July 4th, 
and who are said to be the Cold Spring 
Brewery burglars, prove to be -more 
and more valuable prisoners, guilty of 
many serious offences. For some time 
it has been a known fact that they are 
members of a notorious gang of outlaws 
who in a number of instances have suf- 
ered the penalty for their crimes. 

Marshal O’Sullivan has followed up 
every clue which presented itself-since 
the burglary and at last he is satisfied 
that at least a portion of the desperate 
gang has been caught. From the first, 
acting on the supposition that the men 
were jail breakers, he sent out notices 
to jails and prisons in the eastern por- 
tion of the country, asking for infor- 
mation, 

Sherbrooke, P. Q., was among the 
places with which he communicated, 
and the notice and description falling 
into the hands of High Constable Hi- 
ram Noe, he at once identified the men 
as the ones wanted by him for bank 
robbing, attempted murder, and jail 
breaking. At once he came to this city, 
arriving here last Saturday morning, 
and brought with him photographs of 
the men wanted in Canada. Marshal 
O'Sullivan positively recognizes two of 
them as two of the gang held in Dover. 

Last Saturday the constable went to 
Dover in company with the city mar- 
shal and Inspector Murphy, and at the 
jail he was postive in the identification

of Brown and Williams as two of the 
law. breakers wanted in Canada, not- 
withstanding their stout denial. 

In brief, the story of thé crimes for 
which: some of these men are held ac- 
countable, is as follows: Breaking into 
the People’s bank of Halifax, located at 
Danville, P. Q., blowing the safe and 
larceny of $5000 in gold, - silver and 
bills on the 7th of February last; hold- 
ing up John Rowen in his store at 
Windsor, P. Q., and relieving him of 
$121; and on April 29th, breaking jail 
at Sherbrooke, where they were await- 
ing trial. ~ 

Upon learning of the crime at Dan- 
ville, P. Q., which is 37 miles north of 
Sherbrooke, the authorities notified the 
surrounding towns and the inhabitants 
turned out en masse, armed with rifles 
furnished by the government, in pur- 
suit of the bandits. At Windsonr, 15 
miles from Danville,: tht pursued and 
pursuers met and Brown, who is now 
held at Dover, N. H., being some 300 
feet in advance of the gang of which 
he appeared to be the leader, was easily 
taken. The others showed fight and 
discharged their revolvers but the 
searching party used the rifles to good 
advantage and wounded two of the 
men. The others took to the woods but 
were easily captured as the snow was 
5 féet deep and the lot were taken to 
acrperohe where they were lodgd in 
jail. 2h 8 ome , 
Th following day they were arraigned 
in court and being held without bail 
for trial, were returned to ail.j Four 
of the six, however, remained but a 
short time, for on/the 29th of April they 
made good their escape, notwithstand- 
ing there were three extra guards on 
duty. The escape was made by cut- 
ting the hinges of the cell door and the 
bars of the window and two of the es- 
caped quartet were Brown and Wil- 
liams who are among the gang at Do- 
ver. 

On July 28th the other two were ar- 
raigned and pleading guilty were sen- 
tenced to ten years in the prison at St. 
Vineent de Paul, 14 miles from Mon- 
treal. Andrew Mortimer, alias Charles 
Wagner, and Edward McCarthy were 
the names given and on the same day 
that their pals were arraigned at Do- 
ver for murder, July 30th, they were 
committed to jail by Chief Constable 
Noe. It is said that Williams right 
name is John Brooks and Brown's is 
Hurdle. er 

In regard to the holding up of John 
Rowen, they were subsequently identi- 
fied by the victims. 

The men at Dover are no doubt mem- 
bers of a most desperate gang of out- 
laws, who would stop at no crime how- 
ever heinous and their value as prison- 
ers is almost incalculable. 

As a precaution against the escape 
of any of the men now in the Dover fail 
the guard has been doubled, so that 
now there is little fear of the bandits 
sata their freedom until legally re- 
eased. 


MR. DECOURCY RFTAINED. 


Farrel and Scott the alleged members 
of the gang which blew the Cold Spring 
Brewery safe, will be represented by 
Attorney Charles A. DeCourcy at their 
hearing when they arrive in this city. 
Mr. DeCourcy was retained as counsel 
for Farrell by the latter’s father who 
is deeply grieved over his son‘s misfor- 
tune and upon request of Lawyer John 
Kivel he will represent Scott. 


CRUEL ASSAULT. 


Mrs. Frank Paris who keeps a board- 
ing house at the corner of Hampshire 
and Common streets, was the victim of 
a cowardly and brutal. assault Saturday 
afternoon. Saturday was payday and 
many of the boarders of whom she has 
some 35, had settled their week’s board 
bill. Mrs. Paris was standing in her 
room counting the money at a tabie 
when she felt some one grasp her by 
the shoulder. She turned and saw a 
man standing there but at the same in- 
stant he hurled a handful of pepper in- 
to her eyes, grabbed the money and 
made good his escape by the rear en- 
trance and down the alleyway. Blinded 
and almost crazy with pain, Mrs. Paris 
screamed for aid. Neighbors came to 
her assistance and Dr, Routh‘er was 
summoned. Though suffering greatly, 
Mrs. Paris will not lose her eyesight.

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Letter From Lawrence Tourist. 


TO BLARNEY CASTLE. 


The Ivernia reached ‘Cork harbor 
Sunday morning, July 8th, about ten 
o'clock, after. a beautifully calm pas- 
Sage over. There were several Law- 
rence people aboard, among them Miss 
Rachel Stannard, who will spend the 
coming year studying at a school near 
Paris, Miss M. E. Ordway, Miss Grace 
Ordway and the Misses Hall. I. think 
there were not more than fifteen first 
eabin passengers who boarded the ten- 
der for Queenstown. On landing we 
were marched into the Custom’s office 
and our luggage brought in after us. 
There were three or four long counters 
arranged around the room, and the in- 
spectors stood behind them. After look- 
ing’ around us four or five minutes we 
sorted out our belongings from the huge 
pile, and walked up to the most amiable 
looking inspector there, and asked him 
if he would please examine them. He 
looked us steadily and sternly in the 
eye and asked If we had any tobacco, 
spirituous Ifquors or perfumery. We 
chorused “no,” and with a piece of lav- 
ender colored chalk he made some ine- 
rasible scratches on our dress suit cases 
and thed camera, and waved us towards 
a door where Mr. “Tommy Atkins” 
wrote down our names in a book and 
we were allowed to depart for the train 
to Cork that was waiting just outside 
in the station. 

The bride of the party didn’t have 
such’ good luck as the Custom’s office. 
As she and her husbani had seven dress 
suit cases and three or four trunks be- 
tween them, the officers evidently look- 
ed on them as being suspicious charac- 
ters. Ae we passed them by, on our way 
out, an inspector had taken her case, 
No. 1 and turned it exactly upside down 


_| on the counter, \then he took out a pair 


of her boots, and was shaking them and 
peering into them to see if anything 
was hidden therein. I am very glad that 
I didn’t have to repack her belongings. 

After we reached Cork our first trip 
was a drive to Blarney Castle about 
five miles away. The hotel clerk told 
the head porter to select a “steady” 
horse for us, and when we saw the ve- 
hicle we were to ride in we discovered 
the reason of his emphasis on the ad- 
jective. 

The jaunting car is the vehicle used 
almost entirely in Ireland, It ie a two- 
wheeled affair with a high seat up in 
front or the driver, and a seat capable 
of holding two persons, on either side. 
You mount by putting your foot first 
on the iron step some two feet and a 
half from the ground, then on the fittle 
4-inch wide shelf some two feet above 
that, and sit down facing the side of the 
road, It must require considerable 
practice to be able to climb in grace- 
fully. The back of the seat is about five 
inches high and there is an iron rail at 
either end. You set your teeth, plant 
your heels on the little footboard, grasp 
the iron rails wth both hands, the driv- 
er gives an untranslatable whoop to his 
horse and you start off.. The roads are 
nice and smooth, so if the horse is a 
steady goer, you do not find yourself 
on your knees in the road as you might 
expect. The scenery along the way is 
very beautiful. There are many hedges 
ten or twelve feet high in front of the 
nice residences, completely hiding the 
grounds from the passersby. Most of 
the houses or cabins are one story ones 
built in the side of the hill if possible, 
so that at the back the eaves are level 
‘with the ground. The door is in the 
middle of the front o the house, with a 
window about a foot square on either 
side. The floors are of clay or cement, 
the roofs mostly thatched, while the 
sides are of stones, whitewashed. 

The land is divided by green hedges 
into two, three or four acre plots, and 
the driver told us that they rented for 
rom thirty shillings to two pounds a 
year, according to the value of the land. 
One plot would be covered with pota- 
toes, the next with hay, while the ad- 
joining one might be a pasture for 
sheep or geese. The chief crop seemed 
to be potatoes, and we were told it was 
a good year for them. In many places 
the ground was black with crows—they 
settled on the hedges, looked saucily at 
us from the cabin roofs, or cawed from 
the chimneys, and seemed very tame. 
All the milk teams and heavy carts we 
met were hauled by donkeys. There 
were very few horses seen outside the 
town. 

As we approached our destination the 
driver told us the legend of the Castle, 
and I will reproduce it as correctly as 
possible: Over 600 years ago, near the 
present site of the Castle, was a fair 
sized house in which lived Cormac Mc- 
Carthy, gentleman, known as “The 
Strong.” He was neither rich nor well 
educated, but he was a gentleman. One 
night as he was coming home rather 
late from a hunt, he heard a voice call- 
ing out in distress. He listened and 
heard it again. It seemed to come from 
the river, so he started in that direction 
and found a woman drowning. After 
some difficulty, for she was no light- 
weight, and the current was strong, 
he placed her on the bank in safety, She 
asked him what he would like to pay 
him for his bravery, and he answered 
he did not wish for a reward. She asked 
him the second time but he said he 
was in need of nothing, and started for 
home, but she called after him the third 
time and said ‘Cormac McCarthy 
would you like to see a castle built in a 
night?” He answered that he would, £0 
she told him to bring a stone and place 
it where he would like the building. So 
he placed a stone on the ground, and 
the next morning found the Castle all 
completed on the site he had selected. 
After that he succeeded in everything 
he undertook, became rich and pros- 
perous and one of his descendants was 
made Baron of Blarney. Since that time 
the word Blarney has meant great 
power of persuasion, eloquence or flat- 
tery, and if anyone kisses the ‘‘Blarney 
stone, otherwise, the one Cormac placed 
for the witch that summer night, he 
will always thereafter be most elo- 
quent, and can persuade anyone to do 
whatever he asks of them. As the driver 
ended his story, we reached the Castle 
entrance, paid our sixpence apiece and 
procured our admission tickets. For a 
smaller sum anyone may enter the Park 
only, and hundreds of people avail 
themselves of the privilege. Women 
bring their work and children play on 
the grass or sit in the numerous swings. 
After a short walk we reached the en- 
trance, and paused. a moment to ad- 
mire the bogwood canes and other sou- 
venirs for sale there, and then started 
on our climb up the 92 uneven stone 
steps of the stairway that wiuds round 
and round to the top, where there is a 
very beautiful view of the river Blar- 
ney with» the Boggie mountains as a 
background, You can aiso look down 
through an iron grating. at the Blar- 
ney stone, but as it is some eight feet 
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waters of the river Lee,” reaching 
town in time to hear the celebrated 
“Bells of Shandon” ring for six o'clock. 
They are not very powerful,. but have 
a clear, Sweet tone. As we turned a 
corner into a rather narrow street, our 
car nearly upset a woman who was 
peaceably sitting just outeide the side- 
walk with a basket of green gooseber- 
ries for sale. She and the driver ex- 
changed personalities in a manner 
fhore forcible than a elegant| The fracas 
was sharp but short, and the last 
glimpse we caught of her she was 
standing in the middie of the road shak- 
ing her fist at our rapidly retreating ve- 
hicle, and shouting out something that- 
even with no knowledge of her lan- 
guage we could not construe into a 
blessing. Several small children then 
ran behind the car inviting us_ to 
“chuck a penny,” but our Jehu told us 
if we did we would have a large proces- 
sion of boys following us, and thinking 
that would not be seemly, we kept our 
pennies in our purses to the disgust of 
the children, who as well as their elders 
think that all people from ‘‘the States” 
are made of money. Thus ended our 
first excursion this side of “the pond.”

In the rebellion he 
served in Co. B, 2d Connecticut volun- 
teers, and later in Co, H, 9th regiment 
holding a lieutenant’s commission, In 
1863 he resigned, to go with the 2d New 
York, but was mustered out before the 
close of the year. Then he estab‘ished 
his Washington barber shop. For the 
past 20 years he had lived in Lynn. He 
left four daughters and three sons.

South Church Once More Occupied by 
the Congregation After Exten- 
sive Repairs. 

On February 28th, 1900, occurred the 
fire which damaged so extensively the 
interior of the South church, vestries 
and auditorium, and now, after nearly 
six months, the old church edifice, with 
renovated looks, has been thrown open 


-once more to those who hold it their 


church home. Last Sunday~the-—first 
service took place in the auditorium and 
on Wednesday evening the prayer meét- 
ing was held for the first time since the 
fire in the vestry. 

It was a very much improved appear- 
ing audience room which. greeted the 
church goer when he entered the edifice 
last Sunday morning. Everything” was 
fresh and handsome from the hands of 
the painters, upholsterers and. electric- 
ians. Pews newly stained, with Jhand- 
some cushions and backs ina beautiful 
shade of green, harmonized with the 
terra cotta, yellows und olive of: the 
walls and ceiling which are frescoed 
with a pretty but simple design. The 
carpet also is in keeping with the rest 
of the fittings dnd came from the Paine 
Furniture company, Boston, as did the 
cushions. New coverjngs, matching 
the pew cushions, have been placed on 
the pulpit top and pulpit furniture. 

At the rear of the church, the organ, 
newly stained in oak and with pipes 
painted to correspond with the walls, does 
its share in adding to the rich but quiet 
appearance of the auditorium. An in- 
ovation has been made in that the organ 
is now pumped by water power instead 
of by hand. 

The electric lighting facilities have 
been improved upon considerably. A 
new chandelier has taken the place of 
the old, which, although smaller, has 
thirty lights compared to the twenty- 
four of its predecessor. ‘The five ceiling 
clusters have been supplied with re- 
flectors. There are six concealed lights 
in the arch over the pulpit platform, 
and a new desk light has beenadded.. The 
brass ball which hung from the ceiling 
occupies its position no longer. 

The walls and ceilings of the ap- 
proaches to the auditorium are painted 
to correspond wel the walls and ceilings 
of the latter. - 

Down in the vestries where the fire 
was the fiercest are many new fittings. 
New plastering, partially new flooring, 
new chairs, new glass in the sliding par- 
titions, and three new furnaces, all 
Glenwoods, two large and one small, 
put in by George Saunders. 

The toilet facilities have’ been im- 
proved considerably and will add much 
to the convenience of the church mem- 
bers. Mr. Vennard, the janitor has been 
given enlarged quarters by the removal 
of partitions. A furnace has been put 
in his room to protect the water motor 
which pumps the organ. 

As a whole, the South church people 
seem well pleased with the altered ap- 
pearance of their church home as well 
they may. The quiet but rich and hand- 
some character of the new decorations 
and fittings and the improvements 
which have been so judiciously made 
give evidence of the taste and good 
sense of the committee on repairs. 


Gasolene Caught Fire. 


The lighting of a match to see how 
nearly full was a_ bottle being re- 
plenished from a gasolene tank at Ira 
Buxton’s bicycle store on Barnard 
street, started a bad fire last Monday 
afternoon. Although the lighted 
match was held at arm’s length from 
the bottle, escaping gas quickly caught 
fire and when the bottle was dropped 
the flames ignited the woodwork of the 
basement stairs where the tank was lo- 
cated and the stairway was soon a mass 
of flames, 

Mr. Buxton was singed about the face 
while endeavoring to extinguish the 
fire with water, but was not seriously 
injured. The alarm was turned in at 
the engine house box but failed to work 
so the bell was rung to call out the de- 
partment. : 

Before they responded and got a 
stream on the fire, it had been almost 
put out by means of a Standard chemi- 
cal extinguisher, brought to the scene 
by E. C. Pike, who is the local agent. 
This piece of apparatus is easily worked 
as.all that jis necessary to start it, is 
that it be reversed from the position in 
which it rests when not in use. 
eral incipient fires have been put out 
with this extinguisher in Andover since 
it was first introduced here by the gen- 
eral agent, Mr. Dennett, and many 
public and private buildings are now 
supplied with them. 

Extinguishers of another pattern are 
kept at the engine house, but these do 
not always work properly and are not 
reliable, and had_it not been for the 
one brought by “Mr. Pike, the store 
would, without doubt, have been badly 
damaged. The heat was intense, crack- 
ing the show windows in the front of 
the store, and blistering the woodwork 
along the ‘mouldings. Heavy beams 
were burned a great deal in the base- 
ment but outside of this the damage 
was slight. Mr. Buxton’s stock was not 
injured to any extent. The dense 
smoke made the work of putting out 
the fire very difficult. 

The building is owned’ by J. W. 
Barnard and the slight loss was cov- 
ered by insurance.

GOOD WORK. 


City Marshal O'Sullivan received 
Tuesday a copy of “The Sherbrooke 
Examiner,” printed at Sherbrook, Que- 
bec, containing an account. of High 
Constable Moe's visit to this city and 
Dover, N. H., in regard to the alleged 
murderers and burgiars now in jail at 
the latter place. 

Tne Examiner article says: 

“Two of the four:Danviile bank rob- 
bers who escaped from jail here in April 
last have been accounted for. They 
are now lying in tne jail at Dover, N. 
H., on a charge of murder. he fact 
that they are in safe* keeping was 
brought about by a letter which jai.or 
Read received last week from Mr. J. T. 
O'Sullivan, city marsnal of Lawrence, 
Mass., stating that there were three 
men in jail at Dover, N. H., who had 
been arrested a few days previous for 
burglary, and that one of them gave his 
name as Frank Gold, whom the marshal 
thought answered to the description of 
Huadle, the escaped bank robber. 

‘High Constable 'Moe had repeatedly 
stated that the bank robbers were the 
authors of the various burglaries and 
other serious offences which have taken 
place in 'New Hampshire since the es- 
cape of the four men from Sherbrooke 
jail, and immediately he was informed 
by Jailor Reed that parties answering 
the description of the burglars were in 
custody, made arrangements to give 
them a call. He arrived in Lawrence, 
Mass., on Saturday morning and hav- 
ing made connections with Mr. O’Sulli- 
van, the marshal of that place, left for 
Dover. Onarriving at the jaii Mr. Moe 
had not the slightest difficulty in iden- 
tifying ‘Huddle and Brooks.” 

The article goes on to describe the 
Cold Spring ‘Brewery burgia:y and the 
murder in ‘Dover. 

The article continues: 

‘The state attorney on looking over 
a number of photographs which Mr. 
Moe had with him, recognized one of 
a tramp named Lane, who has been in 
jail several times in Sherbrooke, as be- 
ing present every day during the pre- 
liminary investigation when Huddle 
and Brooks. were committed. It is be- 
lieved he was the medium through 
which the rest of the gang were in- 
formed of the result of the investiga- 
tion, It is further believed now that 
steps had already been taken to effect 
a rescue as the sheriff’s watchdog was 
shot just the other aay, and there is 
every reason to believe that part of 
the gang was responsible for this,” 

The article compliments City Mar- 
shal O'Sullivan and his assistants for 
the clever work they have put on the 
case, 

Reference is aisO made to the strength 
of the Dover jail, and to the fact that 
When the desperate character of the 
prisoners became known the guard at 
the jail was doubled.

Letters From Soldiers. 


LAW\RENCE BOY IN CHINA. 


Tht following interesting letter from 
a former Lawrence boy now in Com- 
pany M, 9th regiment and _ station- 
ed in China will be of especial interest 
to many Telegram readers who knew 
Mr. B, C. Foster as an employe of the 
firm of J. D. Morehouse & Co., the Es- 
sex street grocers. The letter is written 
to Charles F, Smith of the above men- 
tioned firm: 

Nagasaki, Japan, July 4, 1900. 

Dear Charles and Billy:—As this is 
the 4th of July and not much going 
on I thought I would write you a few 
lines just to let you know that I am 
on the active side of the grave. We left 
Manila June 27 about 4 p. m., have had 
fine weather so far and have not run 
across any typhoons or Chinese gun- 
boats yet. We had no escort whatever 
from Manila to Nagasaki. We laid over 
there only two days, just time enough 
to coal. The orders were that no one 
should go ashore, but you can bet your 
life that more than one slipped away 
from them. The guard house looks like 
it; over 100 slept behind a guard last 
night. I worked the trick fine. I put on 
one of the sailor’s suits and went ashore 
as big as life, and none of the officers 
recognized me, and lucky for me that 
they didn’t, for they could have made 
it warm for me. We left there last night 
between 1 and 2 o’clock and here we are 
on mid-ocean on the 4th of July. Last 
Fourth we were in the Philipine Islands 
in a town by the name of San Fernan- 
dodo and you can bet your life I never 
will forget it either. That day the in- 
surgents sent in word that they would 
give us 24 hours to get out of the town, 
if not they would drive us out. So about 
11 o’clock that night they commenced 
as they had often done, before and 
since, but failed to drive us out. 

The Fourth before that I was in old 
Lawrence and I wish I was there now, 
although I have no kick coming, for I 
am enjoying good health, taking 
life easy, and allowing nothing to-wor- 
ry me. That is the trouble with half 
the boys who are sick. They get to 
thinking about home or some sweet- 
heart they left behind, and the first 
thing they know they can’t get it out 
of their minds, and they go right to 
pieces. Well, boys, I hear the Chinks 
are giving them the devil over here; of 
course we don’t get much news about 
it. Just as well maybe to know nothing 
about it until you run up against it in 
earnest. I believe the next place we stop 
is Laki or some such name as that 
in China. From there we go to Pekin; 
it is up around that part of the country 
that the scrapping is going on. I saw 
one of the English torpedo boats in 
Nagasaki getting repaired. She was 
disfigured having been struck by a 
Chinese shell, but as luck would have 
it, it did not burst. Perhaps they will 
try some of their funny work on us. 
Let them come, the Brooklyn is just 
ahead of us so I guess we are safe 
enough. Well, I think I will bring this 
to a close. I wish to be remembered to 
all the friends on the hill, and all others 
whom I know. I have been expecting a 
letter from one of you for some time. 
Have not heard from either of you for 
a long time. Be sure and write. So good- 
bye. From your old friend

from you, and also to hear that yo 
the rest of the boys.are ail Ment. tee 
is terrible warm here at present in the 
day time but the nights are quite cool 
We are about a half a mile from the 
gulf of Lingayen and every day I am 
off guard we go there for a bath, There 
are 17 of company 'B and 14 of company 
I stationed here. There is a military 
prison at this place and we are put on 
guard every second day, ‘We take from 
6 to 15 prisoners oUt'to. work, mostly all 
natives, and if they make a break, turn 
loose on them—one day two of them be- 
ing shot dead in an attempt to escape, 
There are 50 Amegican and 225 native 
prisoners ‘here, one of. the Americang 
is serving a sentence of 20 years. 

was present at the*first hanging 
done by the American ~ authorities on 
this island. It was at San Carlos, a 
town 12 miles from where we were, 
Two men were to_ be executed and 
they were both swung from the same 
scaffold. There is another prison at 
San Isadoie, 50 miles from here, where 
there are two boys from my company 
stationed. Two weeks ago the natives 
made an attack on the town, when 
most of the boys were out on a hike 
and few soldiers’ on guard. But the 
American _prisners confined in the jail 
were each given a gun and from haif 
past ten at night until next morning 
they fought, finally driving the natives 
off. All the American prisoners that 
were in the fight were pardoned for 
their gallant conduct and sent back to 
their companies free men. 

This is a great country here. The 
grass and the leaves on the trees are 
green all the time and there are many 
varieties of fruit trees, The natives live 
on fish and rice, while we content our- 
selves with canned horse and bacon. I 
had an idea we would be home by 
Christmas ‘but on account of this Chi- 
nese trouble,. and the sending of regi- 
ment from this island, I suppose we 
will spend another Christmas here, if 
not transferred to China. I saw Pat- 
rick Kelleher in Dagupan, which is 
nine miles from here. He is in com- 
pany I, 13th regiment and is feeling al! 
right. He used to live up on White 
street so I suppose you will probably 
know who he is. Kelleher is now a 
eorporal in his compay. I have not seen 
“Mike” Keegan or “Will? Dowd, (two 
former Lawrence boys), since we left 
home, but receive letters from them 
and they are feeling all right. They are 
stationed on the other side of the island. 

We had a pretty lively Fourth of July 
out here. Gen, Bell, our old colonel, and 
staff were here, cannons were fired, 
snap crackers and all the rest of it, just 
as you were probably doing at home. 
But the natives hardly comprehended 
what ft all meant and probably thought 
we were all going crazy. 

I have only seen one Lawrence and 
one Boston paper since I came here, 
and I believe no two papers were ever 
more thorughly read by any one. I will 
now close as I have to go on guard. 
We mount guard at 5 o’clock in the eve- 
ning; the band playing during the ex- 
ercise, and we are on till 5 the next eve- 
ning. Give my regards to all the boys.
